Mr B. took up his seventh and last proposition, and 
read it. 
It was in these words: • 
“ And whereas the said resolve was introduced, de­ 
bated, and adopted at a time, and under circumstances 
which had the effect o f co-operating with the Bank of 
the United States in the parricidal attempt which that 
institution was then making to produce a panic and 
pressure in the country— to destroy the confidence of 
the people in President Jackson— to paralyze his admin­ 
istration— to govern the elections— to bankrupt the 
State banks— ruin their currency— fill the whole Union 
with terror and distress,— and thereby to extort from 
the sufferings and alarms of the people the restoration 
of the deposites and the renewal o f its charter.” 
In support of this proposition, said Mr B., I propose 
lo read, before I produce the direct proofs, the predic­ 
tion which Mr Jefferson made thirty years ago, and in 
which he described to the life, and foretold to the let­ 
ter, the exact conduct o f which the present Bank o f the 
United States has just been guilty. 
“ I his institution is one of the most deadly hostility 
existing against the principles and the form of our con­ 
stitution. 
T he nation is, at this tim e, so strong and 
united in its sentiments, that it cannot be shaken at this 
moment; hut suppose a series o f untoward events to 
vccur, sufficient to bring into doubt the competency of 
a republican Government to meet a crisis of great dan­ 
ger, or to unhinge the confidence o f the people in the 
public functionaries; an institution like this, penetrating 
by its branches every part of the Union, acting by 
command and in phalanx, may. in » 


tives; and by the fraternal reception o f the four mem­ 
bers of the Finance Committee o f the Senate. 
3. 
The attacks upon the credit and currency of the 
State banks, the predictions o f their insolvency, and the 
efforts to make them so, were clear proof ol the de­ 
signs o f the Bank o f the United States to bankrupt 
these institutions, and to produce a scene of general in­ 
solvency throughout the Union. 
This attack was gen­ 
eral, against the whole six hundred banks in the coun­ 
try, but hottest, heaviest, and longest continued, against 
the banks, and especially against the safety fund banks, 
o f New York. 
T he heaviest artillery of the United 
States Rank press wns directed against them, and at the 
sam e time, the Bank of the United States was lauded, 
in its own publications, ns the only check to tho corrup­ 
tion and political predominance o f the safety fund sys­ 
tem , and the Albany regency which founded and direct­ 
ed it. 
The Quarterly R eview , a periodical published 
under the eyes o f the Bank, and devoted to its interests, 
had publicly opened the batteries upon these points, 
and carefully indicated every separate point to the 
subaltern assailants. 
Here are extarcts from that jour­ 
nal, which attest this assertion, and show the true orig­ 
in o f all the assaults upon the name, character, institu­ 
tions, and citizens of N ew York, which pervaded tho 
U nion, and particularly displayed themselves in this 
chamber during the whole panic session. 
From the M arch n u m ber f o r 1831. 
“ Let us, for example, Buppose that a system of bank­ 
ing was adopted for a State, by which, under the color 
o f guarding the public against their insolvency, those 
institutions were subjected to a surveillance and control, 
which were calculated to make them feel their dépend­ 
ance on the State Governments; and when this plan was 
matured, to make them obsequious to its will. 
W ould 
not every friend o f the political purity o f the State, and 
the independent spirit o f its citizens, wish to see a 
schem e of this character frustrated ? 
And what means 
so conducive as the Bank o f the United States?”

** Besides these contrivances to consolidate the bank­ 
ing system o f that State into one great mac! ine, a fur­ 
ther concentration of power is obtained and vested in 
a lew individuals around the seat o f Government,* by 
means of that portion of the public revenue appropriat­ 
ed to the redemption of the canal loans. 
T his institu­ 
tion is in the hands o f u few leading men o f the prevnil-

Such was the prediction! the fulfilment took place in 
the winter o f 1833, ’34, and w e all beheld it. 
That 
the Bank of the Lnited Stales plotted and machinated 
the panic and pressure then produced, is a fact that no­ 
body doubts at present, and few deny. 
It was a plot 
aguinst the Government and against the property e f the 
country. If proof was necessary to establish the fact, it 
could be had in a thousand ways, a few of which I will 
now briefly enumerate. 
1. 
I here was no necessity for the pressure. 
This 
is proved by the fact that the Bank had made two cur­ 
tailments before the pressure, and had curtailed up­ 
wards of three millions more that she had lost by the 
removal of the deposites. 
The amount of deposites on 
the 
first of October, 
was $ 9 ,8 6 8 ,4 3 5 , o f which 
$ 3 ,066,561 remained unremoved at the com m ence­ 
ment o f the pressure, and until it was over. 
The 
whole removal then was $ 6 ,7 9 8 ,8 7 4 .

•over this loss, the Bank had curtailed, by orders sent 
out in August, as soon as it knew the removal was to

p o lic y to them. Of these dangers, should any occur, 
you will have oarly advice.” 
(Letter of Mr Biddle to 
Mr Montgomery, President o f the N ew Orleans Branch, 
dated January 24th , 1834.) 
rl lie next is to Mr Johnson, President of the Branch 
at Charleston, Mouth Carolina, dated the 30th January. 
T he passage is this:

Mr B., said, that these letters were as plain as such 
communications could be expected to be, in letting thes« 
confidential and distant branches, for none others re­ 
ceived the same intimations, know that the Bank was 
at war with the Government; that great changes in pub­ 
lic affairs were suddenly expected; that the Bunk was 
contending for tho free institutions o f the country, and 
meant to incur temporary sacrifices of property to incur 
them; and that as soon as the changes took place; that 


tailrnen; on account o f the removal o f the deposites 
that it did not dare to state that falsehood to its own 
branches, which knew the truth, but placed the third 
curtailment, which was ordered in January, and pro­ 
duced the pressure, wholly upon different grounds, 
nam ely, “ upon tho new measures of hostility under­ 
stood to be in contemplation.”

to lie idle in the hands o f agents there, until long after 
the pressure was over.

1 he parrucidul nature of the Bank attacks upon 
the business, tho prosperity, the confidence, and the 
commerce ot the country, wus provedjby the universal­ 
ity of its operations, and the system o f its efforts in all 
parts of the country, at the same time.

dismissed; loans refused to business m en, and grunted 
to brokers; the exchanges doubled at some points, and 
■ topped at.others ; public meetings held; the President 
denounced lor all the mischief which the Bank itself 
waa perpetrating; committees sent on to petition Con­ 
gress ; itinerant orators addressing the people in the 
streets, and on tavern steps, even on Sundays, to excite 
and exasperate the people ; the most alaru.intr reports 
constantly put in circulation ; (he whole crowned by 
the great distress Jubilee in the cow-yard at Powelton, 
in the purlieus o f Philadelphia; by the insulting repulse 
o' the select committee o f the House of Representa- 


Bank would conform its policy to the change ; that is 
to sa y , would stop the pressure, and pour out its money 
in loans and accommodations, in support of the party

This is the literal and fair 
interpretation of these letters; and if any body wishes 
lor more evidence to convince them of the wantonness 
and wickedness o f the curtailment at N ew Orleans,

Such was precisely the character of the charge; and the

the hands of military chieftains. 
Gieat aie tlie services wInch President Jackson lias ten* 
tiered bis country. 
As a General be lias extended her 
frontiers, saved a city, and carried her renown to the higli- 
•st pitch of glory. 
His civil administration lia* rivalled 
and ti a ascended Ins warlike exploits. 
Indemnities pro- 
cured from the great powers of Europe for S|K>liat i«ns com­ 
mitted on our citizens under former adiiiinistratious, and 
which, by former administrations, were reclaimed in vain; 
peace and friendship with the whole world, and, wlnt is 
more, the respect of the whole world; the character of oar 
America exalted in Europe; *u exalted that the American 
citizen treading the continent of Europe, and contemplat­ 
ing tlie sudden and great elevation of the national cliarac- 
ter, might feel as if he himself was au hundred feet high. 
At h line we behold a brilliant and grateful scene; tlie pub­ 
lic debt paid 
taxes reduced—-the gold currency restored— 
the huntliern Mtate* released from a useless mid dangerous 
population—all disturbing question* settled—a gigantic

ushered in the distress memorials might he lost, or im­ 
perfectly reported ; but a statement o f the memorials is 
preserved upon the journal ; and from that source I will 
read them to tlie Senate. 
Mr B. then read frorn the journal of Friday, the 27th 
of June, 1834

five or ten millions of dollars, to make money plenty, 
and to expand its currency with more rapidity than it 
had ever contracted it. 
The resolve «as adopted at the

merchants with that flippant levity which discriminates 
one branch of the Bank school from the ponderous ver­ 
bosity ol the other. 
The communication, in the lightest 
stylo o f an unimportant note, stated that Congress was 
about to riso without doing any thing for the relief o f 
the country; so tlie Bank would relieve the country ¡t- 
sell, and immediately commenced loaning and expand­ 
ing with all possible rapidity. 
And so ended the agony

Mix hundred banks were to be broken, the general currency 
ruined,— myriads bankrupted,—all business stopped,— afi 
property sunk in \alue,— all confidence destroyed ! that 
out of this wide spread ruin and pervading distress, the 
vengeful institution might glut its avarice and ambition, 
trample upon the President, take (Kisses*ion of tlie Gov­ 
ernment, reclaim its lost deposites, and perpetuate its 
charter. 
These crimes, revolting and frightful in them­ 
selves, were lo be accomplished by the perpetration of a 
whole system of subordinate and subsidiary crime !
